It is said he never 
tasted liquor except on Washington's birth 
day and the Fourth of July, and never 
took a dose of medicine until he was past 
one hundred years old.

Atlantic and Pacific railways, and from 
(.heir eale, at an average of $2 per acre, to 
realize |213,C30,000, to be constituted a 
public improvement fund, from which 
loans are to be made to these railroads up­

It will doubtless puzzle a great many 
persons to clearly understand the motives 
which led the people of New Orleans to 
give General Grant so magnificent and 
hearty a reception as was tendered him in 
that city on Wednesday.

That 
the man who above all others, was conspicu 
ous in putting down tho rebellion, should go 
Into the very heart of the South, and cre­ 
ate such enthusiasm and draw out such 
sentiments toward him as were uttered by 
ex confederates in high standing, is one 
of the surprising things of the time. And 
yet when we take two facts Into accouut, 
it ceases to be a wonder that General 
Grant was received by the city of New 
Orleans with deafening cheers, appl iud its 
of welcome, aud the booming of the can­ 
non. 
Whatever the North may think of 
the 
Southern 
people 
politically, 
Is 
a 
bold 
fact, 
that 
in 
all the world there is not a more social 
people than those in the South. As a gen­ 
eral rule, separate them from politics, aud 
their kindness is almost matchless and 
their hospitality unbounded. Tney have 
will and ambition, and whether there was 
a selfish motive or not in the manner in 
which they received General Grant, they 
did not propose to be out-done by their 
Northern friends. But we judge the spirit 
which moved the citizens of New Orleans 
to give Grant so hearty a welcome, was 
not one of selfishness neither was it born of 
questionable ambition. General Grant just 
now is the most conspicuous individual in 
the world. Within the past two years 
he has been honored more than any other 
man who ever lived.

Committee on Elections to-day decided to 
turn out Washburn, of Minnesota. Weaver 
(Grcenbacker), from Iowa, decided the 
question, and what his motives were are 
unknown, because he does not believe lo 
the truth of Donoelly’d assertions, nor 
does be approve ot the method by which 
Washburn's 3,000 majority was disposed 
of. It is supposed that he was actuated by 
some personal motive. The committee also 
decided that Donnelly was not entitled to 
the seat, and here remains a nice question 
which, so far, the Democrats have not 
been able to explain.

Washburn 
was 
not 
elected, 
surely 
Donnelly 
was, for the sub-committee, by its ingen­ 
ious mathematical processes, made out a 
majority of over 200 for Donnelly, and yet 
their fellow Democrats decline to accept it. 
The solution ot the mystery is very simple 
aud it may safely be predicted that this 
case will not be brought up lo the House 
until next session of Congress.

W ash in gton , April I —The House Com 
mittee on Pacific Railroads have taken 
action that may or may not be of signifi­ 
cance in connection with the efforts to 
secure an extension of time for completing 
the Northern Pacific aud Texas Pacific 
Railroads. They have adopted a resolu 
lion that the land grant of the New Or­ 
leans, Baton Rouge and Vicksburg Rail­ 
road 
be declared forfeited, aud that 
the lands he opened for settlement. The 
condition of this road, and the action of 
the compania, is not at all similar to the 
Northern and the Texas Pacific, because, 
la both the latter cr'’es, the companies 
have, in good faith, and with the best of 
their ability, been endeavoring to comply 
with the conditions of their charters, 
while the Louisiana road has done noth­ 
ing,

members 
of

mittee, 
who are generally in favor of 
Holding the roads to terms, claim that this 
is but the first step in a series, aud that the 
committee will take similar action with 
reference to all grant roads whose terms 
have expired, but it is not believed that a 
majority of the committee will agree to the 
forfeiture of its grant by a road that has 
done all that is possible to comply with the 
law.

BEACONSFIELD’S DEFEAT 


F a r th e r Im p ortan t V icto ries Gained 
by th e K a d is h Liberal** and T ros 
pee In o f M ore. 


L ondon, April 2 —The English elections 
of 1830 are assuredly an imposing demon­ 
stration of the people's will, and of the 
voice by which England speaks to the 
world. It is still too soon to prophesy 
results, but everything tends to show 
that a great Liberal victory will be won. 
The News in Its leader thi9 morning, 
says: 
“ With dally increasing emphasis the 
country is declaring coademoatijn 
of 
Lord BeacOtisfield's government, and its 
determination to efface it. The Conserva­ 
tive majority hrs ceased to exist.'* 
The News argos all timid Liberals who 
dread a weak. majority to do their best to 
strengthen It. 
The Standard of this morning, in its 
leading editorial, declares that the results 
of yesterday’s voting only lerved to in­ 
crease the 
government’s 
lo£ses. The 
Conservative 
majority 
has 
well 
nigh 
disappeared, 
and 
the 
question is no longer whether the Ministry 
will bt* able to hold their own, but whether 
the Opposition will secure such a majority 
as will enable them to take office with rea­ 
sonable prospect of carrying on the busi­ 
ness of the country. 
It is generally feared that these Liberal 
successes will meau a still-born ministry, 
for it will depend upon radicalism for its 
existence. Bogland will, for a brief mo­ 
ment, be represented by Brad laugh, aod 
Ireland by Parnell. But amid the con- 
fiictiog 
rumors it is still 
impossible 
to 
forsee 
the 
end. 
The 
Liberal 
victory at 
Birmingham 
was 
unex­ 
pected. The Conservative triumph at 
Westminster would have been irretrivable 
if the Liberals had not considered that all 
the resources ol the ^ovcriament, aud es­ 
pecially of Mr: Smith, were^throwa against 
them, aud also that the jingo element had 
extraordinary force in London, the only 
Conservative metropolis in Europe. Had 
the Irish question been settled (that your 
correspondent leaves to the readers of the 
Herald to decide), it is certain that wheth­ 
er the Liberals or Tories win, the Parnell 
trash is ended. 
In the Liberal political clubs a majority 
oi about ten is considered certain, and 
speculation is rife as to the responsibility 
of forming a coalition ministry. 
In the Conservative party there can be 
no doubt that the result of the two days' 
polling has produced great consternation 
The net Liberal gain of fifteen seats on the 
irst day had already cast a momentary 
chill on the ardor of even the warmest 
partisans of Lord Beacousfleld’a govern­ 
ment. 
The Standard of yesterday said that “al­ 
though the resalt coaid not be regarded us 
suggestive, the verdict of the borough con­ 
stituencies was invested with some degree 
of interest and significance. The first en­ 
gagement, on the whole, was somewhat 
adverse to the govern me at. Her Majesty’s 
ministry had not yet rtceived a dccisi\o 
Vote of confidence. 
The attempt

lad tailed. The minor deleu of the Con­ 
servative candidates one day might be 
succeeded by victories on the next.”

I bought 500 shares of Consolidated Vir­ 
ginia for $50 a share, and paid two assess­ 
ments on it, which brought up the price to

held 
this 
stock 
for 
two 
years, when it went up like a flash. I 
sold out in 1874 for $750 a share. It cost 
me $28,000 for my stock, and I sold it for 
$2,062,500. That was pretty good interest 
on the money. 
One Saturday the stock 
was selling for $350 a share, bat I held on. 
The following Monday it was $500. 
I tell 
you it took a pretty strong head to stand 
that. I was getting rich, not at the rate of 
a million a minute, as they say, but $100- 
000,a day or so; but that was fast enough. 
Nobody ever knew anything about this till 
it was all over. I never told my wife and 
family any of my business affairs, and 
never kept any books. 
The only book 
that I kept was a pass bcok that I carried 
in my inside coat pocket, with a record of 
all I bought and sold and tho price. I 
never let* any one eee this, and never 
broughta out except sometimes on Sunday 
afternoons and when I was alone. My 
heavy losses in 1878 were on Sleiei Nevada 
aud Union.
